December  increased  4.4  percent  and  in  November  0.9  percent. 

Shipments  of  manufactured  goods  in  December  increased  $6.4 
billion  or  3.2  percent  to  $203.6  billion.  Increases  were 
widespread  in  both  durable  and  nondurable  goods  industries, 
the  largest  occurring  in  motor  vehicles  and  parts. 

Unfilled  orders  in  December  decreased  $1.7  billion  or  0.5 
percent  to  $365.4  billion.  A  large  decline  in  the  defense 
orders  backlog  more  than  offset  increases  in  other- 
industries.  Excluding  defense,  unfilled  orders  increased 
1.4  percent. 

Manufacturers'  inventories  in  December  decreased  $0.6 
billion  or  0.2  percent  to  $275.8  billion.  Inventories  have 
shown  a  slow  downward  trend  since  the  March  1985  level  of 
$286  2  billion.  The  inventory  to  shipments  ratio  in 
December  was  1.35  down  from  1.40  in  November. 

New  orders  for  all  of  1986  totaled  $2350.4  billion 
unchanged  from  1985.  Shipments  for  1986 .were  $2348.8 
billion,  up  0.3  percent  from  1985.  Unfilled  orders  at 
$365  4  billion  were  0.4  percent  above  the  end  ot  tyus. 
Inventories  at  $275.8  billion  were  2.1  percent  below  the  end 
of  1985. 

NEW  ORDERS  New  orders  in  both  the  durable  and  nondurable 
qoods  sectors  were  up  in  December.  Durables  increased  $1.0 
billion  or  0.9  percent  to  $109.8  billion.  A  decline  of  $5.9 
billion  in  defense  orders  nearly  offset  several  other  large 
increases  New  orders  for  primary  metals  increased  $1.2 
billion  or  12.6  percent  to  $10.6  billion,  following  three 
months  of  declines.  Electrical  machinery  increased  $1.7 
billion  or  10.3  percent  to  $18.5  billion,  following  declines 
in  October  and  November. 

Transportation  equipment  showed  a  slight  decline  in 
December,  down  $0.1  billion  or  0.2  percent  to  $30.2  billion; 
a  large  decline  in  defense  aircraft  and  parts  more  than 
offset  large  increases  in  nondefense  aircraft  and  parts  and 
motor  vehicles  and  parts.  Nonelectrical  machinery  declined 
$1.4  billion  or  8.5  percent  to  $15.5  billion,  following  a 
11.3  percent  increase  in  November. 


New  orders  for  nondurable  goods  in  December  increased  $1.4 
billion  or  1.6  percent  to  $92.1  billion;  the  largest 
increases  were  in  paper,  printing  and  publishing  and 
tobacco. 

SHIPMENTS.  Shipments  in  the  durable  goods  sector  increased 
$5.0  billion  or  4.7  percent  to  $111.6  billion.  Nearly  all 
the  increase  was  in  the  transportation  equipment  industry, 
up  $4.5  billion  or  16.3  percent  to  $32.1  billion;  motor 
vehicles  and  parts  increased  $3.4  billion  or  19.8  percent 
and  aircraft  and  parts  $1.1  billion  or  12.4  percent. 

Shipments  of  nondurable  goods  increased  $1.4  billion  or  1.6 
percent  to  $92.0  billion;  the  largest  increases  were  in 
paper,  publishing  and  printing,  and  tobacco. 

UNFILLED  ORDERS.  Virtually  all  unfilled  orders  are  held  by 
durable  goods  manufacturers.  In  December  the  durable  goods 
orders  backlog  declined  $1.8  billion  or  0.5  percent  to 
$354  0  billion.  Decreases  in  transportation  equipment  and 
nonelectrical  machinery  more  than  offset  a  large  increase  in 
primary  metals.  Transportation  was  down  $1.9  billion  or  1.2 
percent  to  $159.8  billion,  defense  aircraft  and  parts  and 
shipbuilding  had  large  declines  while  nondefense  aircraft 
and  parts  were  up.  Nonelectrical  machinery  declined  $1.7 
billion  or  3.1  percent  to  $53.3  billion  with  the  decreases 
concentrated  in  the  engines  and  turbines  and  office  and 
computing  equipment  categories. 

INVENTORIES.  Inventories  of  durable  goods  manufacturers  in 
December  were  down  $1.7  billion  or  0.9  percent  to  $183.8 
billion  while  nondurable  goods  manufacturers'  increased 
inventories  $1.1  billion  or  1.2  percent  to  $92.0  billion. 
By  stage  of  fabrication,  the  decline  in  durable  goods 
inventories  was  in  both  work  in  process  and  finished  goods, 
while  the  increase  in  nondurable  goods  was  reflected  in  all 
three  stages  of  fabrication.

Concurrent  seasonal 
adjustment   uses  all  available  unadjusted  estimates,  including  the  current  month,  to 
calculate  seasonal  factors  for  generating  the  seasonally  adjusted  data  series.   Several 
industry  categories  will  no  longer  be  adjusted,  due  to  lack  of  seasonal  variation  in  the 
series.
